Response to Amendment 

1. This action is in response to the requested for continued examination filed on January 2°'', 
2009. 

2. Claims 1, 13, 26 have been amended. 

3. Claims 27 - 40 have been cancelled. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's amendment along with remark, see Page 9-12, filed January 2"'', 2009, with 
respect to claims 1 - 17,20 - 26, 41 have been fiiUy considered and are persuasive. The rejection 
of claims 1 - 17, 20 - 26, 41 has been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

5. Claim 18, 19, previously withdrawn fi-om consideration as a result of restriction 
requirement filed on September 21, 2008, has now been rejoinder under independent claim 13 
and has been upon fiirther consideration in condition of allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 - 26, 41 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 - 26, 41 are 
allowable with respect to a method for mobile robot returning to docket station where the method 
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including finding first returning direction angle from the first location to the second location 
where the first and second location is between a projected meeting of a corresponding mobile 
robot path and a projection from the second location to the designated location. 

The prior art reference, George, II et al ( US Pat No 4777416 ) used in the previous 
rejection shown a mobile robot docket returning method via multiple preconfigured node 
locations toward designated node. However, George, II et al does not show a projection from the 
second location to the designated location.
